Bethlehem employs 80,000 work- 
ers and the men will return to 
work “just as soon as possible,”

ture, possibly tomorrow. 


Murray's contract with the Beth- 
lehem company was signed after 
more than three hours of negotia- 
tions here. 

The contract provides for $100 
a month pensions, including social 
security, for all employes with 25 
years service. 

Murray said the union's negotiat- 
‘ing committee approved the con- 
tract agreement late yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 


He said announcement was held 
up so that officials of the steel firm 
could come here and sign the ac- 
tal contract. 


Under the tion setup of 
Bethelehem Steel, the entire pro- 
gram must be submitted to a vote 
of the stockholdeis. But there was 
no doubt the agreement would be 
accepted. | 

The social insurance portion of 
the new contract is effective next 
Jan. 1.. No effective date was set 
for the pension plan to go inte 
operation.
